On  September  7  Feng  Yu-Woi  viaitod  mo  and  thankod  me 
for  Jftoan‘8  grrdwill  concerning  the  Bmporrr  Hauantung,  and 
naked  my  ’Tlew  rn  the  current  aituatlm.  Taking  thla  opprrtunit.- 
I  thought  it  proper  tc  got  eonflrmatlcn  of  hla  true  viowa  cn 
the  queatlrn  of  the  reatrrntim  cf  the  Bmporrr  and  tr  exchange 
viowa  relating  thereto.  I,  therefore,  invited  him  tr  mv 
official  roaldonco  on  September  10,  and  talked  with  him  about 
two  hrura  before  and  after  the  dinner.  Below  ia  a  glat  of 
Knng'a  atrry. 

"The  proaent  ccnc'itlrn  rf  China  ia  one  rf  utter' ernfua  ion. 

No  peaceful  day  haa  pnaaed  since  the  e  atabliahmont  of  the 
Chinese  Republic.  In  Canton,  for  instance,  more  than  two 
hundred  and  Mfty  evil  taxes  have  been  impraed  o„  the  people, 
and  tnxoB  have  been  collected  more  than  fifteen  years  in 
advance.  Such  being  the  case,  the  people  are  cursing  the 
*  grvernmont.  The  same  altuatlrn  brevaila  nrt  only  In  ^ 

Canton,  but  alar  in  any  part  of  China.  Once  you  step 
into  the  intorlrr,  you  will  find  that  almost  all  the 
people  ere  Itnging  for  the  Chlng  dvnaaty.  Though  China 
has  become  a  republic, ^wo  dr  not  recognize  it.  The  people
